Sadat accepts ‘any peace 1 


' CAIRO, OcL 1 (AP) — President Anwar 
Sadat, who met with U.S. civil rights leader 
1 Jesse Jackson, said Monday he welcomed any 
effort to settle the Palestinian problem but 
there was “no uigency” for Palestinians join- 
ing the tripartite autonomy talks. 

“If s not urgent today or tomorrow or until 
we reach agreement on autonomy," Sadat 
told reporters shortly before be closed the 
door for a meeting with Jackson and his 
17-member delegation. 

“ But whenever the elections start, it is then 
their foil responsibility (to participate)" 
Sadat said. 


He referred to negotiations bv Egypt, 
Israel and the United States to hold elections 
next year in the West Bank and in the Gaza 
Strip after a self-rule plhn is worked out. 

Jordan and ihe Palestinians have boycot- 
ted the negotiations, insisting that the goal 
should be a Palestinian state. 

Sadat, meeting with the American delega- 
tion in the ornate Abdine Palace in central 
Cairo, described Jackson's Mideast mission 
as “very important" and added “any effort to 
enhance the (prospects for) a Palestinian set- 
tlement is welcome."

Hoss to visit Saudi Arabia 
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' BEIRUT, Oct 1 (R) — Prime Minster 
SaHm Hoss will leave Beirut Saturday for 
Saudi Arabia for talks on the troubled situa- 
1 in South Lebanon, an official source said 
Monday.

Earlier CoL Muarnmar Qaddafi, president 
of Libya, has said there is an urgent need for 
an Arab summit conference on Lebanon, the 
Libyan news agency JANA reported Sunday. 

Qaddafi was addressing a banquet given in 
Benghazi Saturday in honor of King Khaled, 
who is paying an official visit to Libya. 

Qaddafi warned that the alliance between 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, Israel and 
the . United States might succeed in driving 


Lebanon to capitulation unless an Arab 
summit was convened urgently. 

The summit could prove to the Lebanese 
people that the Arab nation was responsible 
for its protection and would not leave it to 
fend for itself unaided. 

Lebanon, he said, was part of the ^rab 
nation, and concerted Arab action against 
“the enemy’s intolerable incursions” was an 
urgent necessity, JANA reported. 

Agreement on holding an Arab summit 
was almost total, he said, according to the 
agency. 

Qaddafi said confrontation with Israel had 
been imposed on the Arab nation, which was 
faced with no choice but regain its boly places 
and usurped lands. 

He said if Israel was not confronted, “ then 
we as a nation have no choice but to capitu- 
late and ultimately disintegrate." 

Meanwhile, the United Arab Emirates 
Monday reiterated its readiness to attend 
“any conference at any level” to discuss the 
situation in South Lebanon 


JEDDAH, Oct. i iSPA) — Saudi Arabia 
and the Libyan Arab People's Socialist 
Jamahireyah reiterated their rejection of the 
Camp David accords, a press statement 
released here Monday night said. 

The statement, issued after King Khaled* s 
two- day official visit to Libya, said the 
accords fell short of the aspirations of the 
Palestinian Arab people to establish a state 
on their homeland and to liberate Jerusalem 
from Zionist occupation. 

The two countries proclaimed their full 
support for the Palestinian people “in their 
legitimate struggle to restore their land under 
the leadership of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as the sole legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people." 

They reviewed progress on the implemen- 
tation of Arab su n nit resolutions, including 
the summit and the foreign and economic 
ministers conference held in Baghdad, and 
renewed their co nmitment to implement 
them 

King Khaled and Libyan President 
Mua n nur Qaddafi also reviewed the situa- 
tion in South Lebanon and the repeated 
Israel attacks. 

They underlined the necessity to safeguard 
the Arab character of Lebanon and its 
sovereignty, independence and territorial 
integrity. 

The two sides affirmed their support for 
the struggle of African peoples against racist 
regimes in Southern Africa. 

They strongly condemned colonial inter- 
vention in African affairs “to re-impose col- 
onial hege mony on the continent. 

Saudi Arabia and Libya expressed satisfac- 
tion at “the positive results of King Khaled* s 
visit to Libya and underscored the necessity 
to continue such meetings at various levels.” 

King Khaled" expressed his gratitude for 
the warm welcome and hospitality of Col. 
Qaddafi and invited him to visit Saudi 
Arabia. 

The Libyan leader accepted the invitation 
at a date to be fixed later. 

King Khaled later Monday arrived in 
Geneva. 

The King and party of senior officials who 
accompanied him were seen off at Benghazi 
Airport by Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi 
and fellow members of Libya’s Revolutio-

Hussein wants Arab summit 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (Agencies) — 
King Hussein of Jordan said he wants -the 
Arab nation of the Mideast to hold a summit 
meeting before the end of the year to discuss 
Arab- Israeli conflict. 

In the meantime, he said, he hopes the 
Arab nation can “maybe evolve a position" 
on Israels right to exist as a nation. 

Hussein also indicated he belives most 
Palestinians would accept a position that rec- 
ognizes Israel's continued existence. 

But Hussein, considered one of the more 
moderate of Arab leaders, indicated the key 
to any successful resolution to the conflict will 
be Israer s willingness to yield on the question 
of Palestinian autonomy. 

“The issue is self-determination under 
conditions of freedom, and if this were 
granted the Palestinians, I believe that the 
overwhelming majority would choose some- 
thing that all of us could live with," Hussein 
said. 

-The king made his comments in a tapped 
interview with reporter Barbara Walters on 
ABC s Issues and Answers. The program was 
broadcast Sunday. 

Hussein said a meeting was “hopeful, par- 
ticularly before the end of the year. 

“In die meantime," he said, “as far as the 
Arab position is concerned, we are in consul- 


tations with all present in the area, including 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion), and I hope that we can, very soon, 
within the foreseeable future, maybe evolve a 
position that we can speak to. the rest of the 
world about, based on ( U.N. Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242 and the other resolutions 
of the United Nations before.” 

Hussein said the resolution came in the 
aftermath of the 1 967 Mideast war,* and “ I do 
not believe that it adequately covers ail the 
aspects of the problem.” 

He said he hoped the tactic of using oil 
embargoes as a diplomatic weapon would be 
one of the issues discussed at such a summit. 

“I do not agree with anyone who would 
suggest it ( an embargo) at this point,” he said. 

Hussein also said that Jordan has told the 
United States it hopes to buy British tanks 
instead of American ones and was looking at 
Soviet weapons. 

He said he had talked with U.S. Secretary 
of Stale Cyrus Vance and told him the United 
States, Jordan’s traditional military supplier 
had put too many strings on its offer to sell 
that nation M-60 tanks. 

He noted that a Jordanian military delega- 
tion recently looked over Soviet weaponry in 
Russia. But he said no decision had yet been 
made on whether to buy from the Russians. 
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Gold surges 

Bonn rushes to rescue dollar 


FRANKFURT, OcL 1 (Agen- 
cies) — West Germany' s Central 
Bank mounted its biggest dollar 
rescue operation of the year Mon- 
day as the U.S. currency plunged 
to its lowest level in 11 months 
a gains t the powerful mark, while 
the price of gold broke new 
records trading Monday after- 
noon in the key London bullion 
market at$ 406 an ounce. 

Market sources said the Bun- 
desbank purchased $87.65 million 
at the fixing, when the U.S. cur- 
rency was pegged at 1.736 marks. 
That was just above the record low 
of 1.7285 marks set Oct. 30, 1978 
on the eve of President Carter’s 
dollar support package. 

Sources said the Bundesbank 
was also stepping up purchases of 
dollars on the free market in hopes 
of stemming the U.S. currency's- 
slide. 

West Germany Finance Minis- 
ter Hans Matthoefer insisted at a 
news conference Sunday in Bel- 
grade that the dollar was “strong 
than is reflected" on currency 
markets. 

Hie $87.65 million figure rep- 
resented the largest daily purchase 
of dollars announced by the Bun- 
desbank this year, dealers said. 

It followed a weekend meeting 
in Hamburg, in which top U.S. and 


West German Economic strateg- 
ists pledged to intervene on fore- 
ign currency markets in support of 
the dollar. 

Those unending the Saturday 
meeting included chancellor Hel- 
mut Schmidt, U.S. Treasury Sec- 
retary G. William Miller and Fed- 
eral Reserve Board Chairman 
Paul A. Volcker. 

Traders said the Bundesbank 
had probably purchased several 
hundred million dollars on the 
open market in addition to its pur- 
chase at the fixing. 

The Bundesbank had repor- 
tedly purchased only $25 million 
at the beginning of the fixing but 
then bought the extra $62.65 mil- 
lion as a show of confidence. 

“It would have been a disaster if 
the Bundesbank had only bought 
$25 million at the fixing,” one 
dealer said. 

Gold soared Mondav to the new 


heights after its official morning 
fix at $399.50. 

It had touched a record $402 in 
Hong Kong last Friday and deal- 
ers said Monday's surge resulted 
from continuing demand and a 
lack of sellers. 

Only weeks ago, gold was 
changing hands at $300 an ounce, 
but it put on more than $ 18 in 
one day alone — last Thursday — 
as part of the steady upward surge 
toward what the market regards as 
the psychologically important 
400-dollars area. 

The dollar opened higher than 
its weekend closing prices on a 
joint proclamation of support 
from West German and U.S. 
financial leaders last Saturday. 

But it weakened later to trade in 
European foreign exchange mar- 
kets at 1.7385 marks, compared 
with Friday’s closing price of 
1.7432. 


Four killed in N. Lebanon 


BEIRUT, OcL 1 (Agencies) — 
Unidentified gunmen ambushed a 
private car m northern Lebanon 
Monday and gunned down its four 
occupants in an apparent inter- 
Christian feud, witnesses 
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reported. 

Two of the victims were iden- 
tified as Christian from the 
Zagharta region, home of former 
President Suleiman Franjieh. 

The ambush occurred at Koura, 
70 kilometers north of here. 

Zaghartan followers of Franjieh 
and militiamen of the powerful 
Phalange Party have been locked 
in a virulent feud since the 
Phalangists killed Franjieh’ s son 
Tony last year. 

The French-language news- 
paper/ * Orient fe Jour said Sunday 
that almost every day serious inci- 
dents occurred in Beirut and else- 
where in Lebanon. 

“If s the law of the jungle, the 
law of the strongest," the paper 
said. 

It spoke of assassinations, 
bombings, killings murders, artil- 
lery duels, armed robbery, rape, 
burglaries and hold-ups.

JEDDAH, Oct. 1 — Public 
Security Chief Gen. Faiz Al-Awfi 
Monday held a meeting with the 
command of the Pilgrimage 
Forces to discuss the final 
arrangements and deployment of 
forces to coverall areas during the 
Pilgrimage. 

He had already held several 
meetings for the same purpose 
and inspected construction works 
at the Pilgrimage sites. He is in 
constant touch with his comman- 
ders to ensure coordination and 
avoid any duplication of activities. 

The final strategy for the forces 
during the Pilgrimage will be sub- 
mitted to Interior Minister Prince 
Naif for approval. 

An official said that as the sec- 
urity complexes proved successful 
last year, there will be 1 7 of them 
in Arafat. 1 5 in Mina and four in 
Muzdolefa. 

There will also be an intensive 
Civil Defense program for preven- 
tive safety. There will be six Civil 
Defense centers, surrounded by 
24 inspection posts, in addition to 
1 2 towers where men with binocu- 
lars will be stationed. 

There will be two airborne fire- 
fighting reams and an airborne 
rescue team. 

The Civil Defense now has six 
rescue and fire-fighting planes, 
including two in Riyadh, two in 
Jeddah and two in Doqm AI- 
Wabar in Mecca. Though it takes 
them only 15 minutes to arrive at 
any spot, arrangements will be 
made to have all four planes 
'-'.alioned at Doqm AJ-Wabar for 
quicker action. 


There will be six Civil Defense 
centers in Mina controlling 26 
fire-fighting and rescue teams. In 
Arafat there will be 10 teams and 
an emergency task force, in Muz- 
daiefa four teams, in Mecca 13, in 
Medina eight and in Taif two. 

The teams will supplement 
those already stationed all year 
round in the Pilgrimage cities. 

Likewise, police will continue to 
serve in their normal areas beside 
the additional men deployed 
under to the strategy being 
drafted. Arrangements will also 
be made to guard the tunnels built 
recently to relieve congestion at 
the Pilgrimage sites. 

There will be only minor 
changes in the traffic plan this 
year. Whereas there was only one 
way out of Arafat last year, lane 
Number Nine, there will be four 
this year : two, four, seven and 
nine. More than 17,000 officers, 
non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers will be on duty this year.

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IMF may back Belgrade plan 
to lessen world role of dollar 


_ BELGRADE, Oct. 1 (Agen- 
cies) — In an effort to end dollar- 
caused turbulence on world cur- 
rency markets, the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) appeared 
ready Monday to endorse a plan 
for reducing the amount of U.S. 
dollars in the international finan- 
cial system. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary G. Wil- 
liam Miller and other finance 
ministers on the IMFs powerful 
Interim Committee were expected 
to approve in principle a plan to 
establish a so-called substitution 
account for dollars within the 
IMF. 

The Interim Committee held a 
meeting Monday prior to the 
opening of the annual meeting of 
the 13 8- nation IMF, which opens 
Tuesday and continues through 
Friday. It is the first time the IMF 
has ever met in a Communist 
country. 

Details of the substitution 
account would be worked out over 
the next several months to be 
ready for -final approval ’ v next 
spring. If all goes smoothly, the 
account could be in operation as 
early as mid- 1980, IMF officials 
say. 

Under the plan, members of the 
IMF could trade in govern men t- 
beLd dollars for assets denomi- 
- nated in the special currency of the 
IMF known as special drawing 
rights, or SDRs. 

The United States, in turn, 
would pay interest on the dollars 
to the IMF, which would forward 
the interest payments to the coun- 
tries that traded in the dollars. 

Representatives of developing 
countries have voiced concern 
that their nations will suffer most 
from the expected slowdown in 
the' economies of the major indus- 
trial nations, including the United 
States. 

Meeting as the so-called Group 


of 24, the developing countries 
endorsed a resolution Sunday cal- 
ling on industrial nations to assure 
them an adequate flow of gov- 
ernment aid and private loans to 
help them weather the economic 
system. 

They received some support 
from another body, the Develop 1 - 
ment Committee, which re com-, 
mended that interest rates be 
reduced on the IMFs supplemen- 
tary financing facility, a$10 billion 
lending package for developing 
nations which is financed jointly 
by industrial nations and oil-' 
exporting countries. Loans from 
the facility are now made at mar- 
ket rates of interest, but Jacques 
De Larosiere, IMF managing 
director, said at a news conference 
Sunday night he believes “it’s 
important to alleviate the cost of 
this facility ... to make it more 
attractive" to borrowers. 

Saudi Arabia, Germany and 
Japan are the three countries with 
the greatest holdings of dollars 
and would be most likely to use 
the account. 

IMF sources say it is likely the 
account would start out with at 
least S20 billion, but that this 
could be expanded if it works 
properly. 

Although $20 billion would 
absorb ouly a small fraction of dol- 
lars held by governments of coun- 
tries outside the United States, it is 
hoped the amount would be large 
enough to help restore order to 
world currency markets. 

The United States until recently 
had opposed the plan, but 
changed its position a few months 
ago after it became evident that 
tbe dollar was faced with exchange 
marker pressures that could con- 
tinue indefinitely unless some- 
thing was done. 

Jacques J. Polak, the Chief 
Economist of the IMF, said in

Meanwhile, PLO representa- 
tive Walid Kamhawi, President of 
the Palestine National Fund which 
he said is the PLO*s financial and 
economic department, is waiting 
for a decision on the request. 

The industrial nations were 
warned Sunday of serious conse- 
quences if they do not boost aid to 
the third world, which feels desp- 
erately neglected in these times of 
international recession.

Bank President Robert McNam- 
ara was to tell the bank’s annual 
meeting here Tuesday that Che

In remarks prepared for deliv- 
ery at the conference, McNamara 
said, “ the formulation of a 
development strategy for the eigh- 
ties offers the fundamental objec- .

needed if there are to be progress

population growth, food produc- . 
tion, employment creation, urban- 
ization, alleviation of absolute 
poverty and expansion of interna- 
tional trade and development 
investment, he said. 

McNamara said the World 
Bank planned to assist the interna- 
tional community iq copying 
with the problems of the eighties 
by expanding its program in real 
terms over the next several years. 
The bank’s working plan for the 
fiscal years 1979-83 showed new 
loan commitments by the bank 


and its affiliates (the International I 
Development Association and the 
International Finance Corpora- 
tion) totaling $ 64 billion during 
the period. 

The World Bank president said 
that the third development decade 
should give greater attention to 
the diversity of conditions in the 
developing world. Both develop- 
ing and developed countries must 
consider in detail the hard policy 
choices that they will confront in 
the eighties and beyond if funda- 
mental objectives were to suc- 
ceed. There should be more 
specific- actions to help the 600 
million people who are projected 
to remain in absolute poverty at 
the end of the century and rather 
than an over emphasis on the elu- 
sive goal of the seventies of nar- 
rowing the relative income gap 
between the industrial and 
developing nations, the gap 
should be dosed between rich and 
poor oo un tries in terms of -the 
quality of life : in nutrition, liter- 
acy, life expectancy, and the phys- 
ical and social environment, he 
said. 

McNamara said that the" most 
critical problem of all " was popu- 
lation growth. Its urgency had 
been under-estimated because 
erode birth rates in the developing 
world-OUtside sub-Saharan Africa 
— were declining. 

But if the current trends con- 
tinued — as encouraging as they 
might appear — the world would 
not reach replacement-level fertil- 
ity (in effect, an average of two 
children per family) until about 
the year 2020, while the world's 
population would stabilize some 
70 years later at about 10 billion 
people compared to today's 4.3 
billion. Yet the global population 
could stabilize at two billion less if 
the date at which replacement- 
level fertility were reached could 
be advanced by 20 years, he 
added. 

“ The time lost in temporizing 
with population problems is sim- 
ply irrecoverable," McNamara 
said.

Iran minister vows army purge 


TEHRAN, Ocl 1 (R) — Iran’s 
first civilian Defense Minister 
Mostafa Ali Chamran, said Sun- 
day he would purge the armed 
forces, starting at the top. 

In his first interview since his 
appointernent three days ago, the 
48-year-old former guerrilla told 
the Tehran daily Kayhan that the 
purge was intended to bring the 
armed forces up to Islamic and 
revolutionary standards. ' 

Chamran, who as a deputy pre- 
mier had been responsible for set- 
ting up Iran's new intelligence 
agency, said: "The purge will start 
from the top and will later reach 
lower levels.” 

He said that at first he thought 
Iran would not need any armed 
forces and that Islamic revolutio- 
nary guards would be sufficient. 

“But unfortunately in the last 
few months I discovered about 
colonialist plots, so that now we 
mil always need strong armed 
forces,” he said. 

Chamran who supervised 
recent government operations 
against Kurdish rebels said: 
"When colonialists send heavy 
and light arms to Iran, it becomes 
meaningless to dissolve the armed 
forces. 

"But we will need armed forces 
that meet Islamic and revolutio- 
nary standards." 

On paper, Iran has 285,000 
men in the ground forces, 1 00,000 
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in the air force and 28,000 in the 
navy. Scores of senior officers 
have been executed since the 
revolution in February and many 
have been sacked. 

Meanwhile, the state radio said 
the imposition of mania! law has 
been banned in Iran, except in 
emergencies. 

A clause in the draft constitution 
outlawing martial law except in 
wartime was amended Saturday 
by the Council of Constitutional 
-Experts to read ‘‘except in war- 
time or emergencies’'. 


Telephone finks blown up 

TEHRAN, OcL ! (R) — Guer- 
rillas struck at Iran's oil province 
early Sunday, blowing up tele- 
phone links with the .world's 
largest refinery at Abadan and ibe 
country’s biggest port at Khor- 
ramshahr. 

It was the most serious guerrilla 
action in the oil-rich province of 
Khuzcstan on the southwestern 
border with Iraq since a number of 
oil and gas pipelines were blown 
up last July. 


Bakhtiar sees downfall 
of Khomeini in 6 months 


PARIS, Oct 1 (R) — Former 
Iranian Prime Minister Shah pour 
Bakhtiar says be believes Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini would be toppled 
from power within six months. 

Answering questions on the 
French radio station Europe One 
Sunday, the Shah's last premier 
claimed that "there are signs 
explicit enough which show that 
failure is certain, economically 
and socially.” 

Bakhtiar has been living in exile 
in Paris after disappearing during 
the February Tehran revolution 
which swept him from power. 

He said he intended to return to 
Iran before any overthrow of the 


present government. 

Asked whether he would return 
to Iran while Ayatollah Khomeini 
was still in power, Bakhtiar said: 
“No, I will not wait. Khomeini 
waited until the Shah had left to 
return to Tehran. But I, for one, 
will go back home while be is still 
there.” 

He said his aim was to alert the 
Iranian people to what he called 
the failure of the present govern- 
ment. His supporters had begun 
setting up clandestine groups 
inside Iran to tell the people that 
the Ayatollah was not the man 
they wanted, he said.

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THE JACKSON MISSION 


The PLO leadership met Saturday in the first of a series of meet- 
ings. described as crucial to the future of the organization, to formu- 
late a detailed answer to proposals submitted by black American 
leader Jesse Jackson. It thus appeals that black America will succeed 
in drawing from the PLO those clarifications and qualifications of its 
views on the question of peace in the Middle East, which are neces- 
sary for its participation in any comprehensive efforts fora solution. 

But does this mean that black America is succeeding where official 
America has failed? There are signs that the matter is not so simple. 
The black leaders mission fc not the purely “fact finding** one 
advertized. The Carter administration is said to have supported it 
secretly from the start. Jackson's proposals have already been shown 
to President Carter and some senior State Department officials. He 
has been in touch with Washington during the various stages of his 
trip, to report on his progress. 

The proposals themselves are still secret. Yet they are known to 
deal with such fundamentals as the PLO's conception of its role in the 
future, its view of the Palestinian state, the type of relation with Israel 
envisioned, recognition of such international documents as U.N. 
Resolution 24 J. 

The Palestinian leadership will have to formulate its answers care- 
fully. On the one hand, and given the possibility of the Jackson 
mission as a semi-official American feeler, they have to show readi- 
ness to take risks in the cause of peace. Yet they have also to guard 
against over-hasty commitments. American and international 
guarantees must come before any compromise, if that compromise is 
not to be made in vain. International public opinion, as well as 
opinion in (he United States, are pressing the American administra- 
tion in any case towards recognition of Palestinian rights. 

Yasser Arafat. PLO chairman, has already reportedly given notice 
of Palestinian amenability to a reasonable and just solution to the 
problem. He has often affirmed his readiness to meet President 
Carter whenever the latter wished, as well as willingness to establish a 
Palestinian state on any part of the occupied territories the Israelis 
arc made to relinquish — “even if it wusonly Jerico.” The Americans 
have to make an adequate response before further moves can be 
made on the road to peace. 


SADAT’S DELUSIONS 


A careful look at President Sadat' s way of thinking, as exemplified 
in his numerous speeches and interviews, makes one wonder. Could 
one really he so lost in self delusion? And if not, is it possible that the 
President is playing an overcomplicated game, in which he hopes, the 
Israelis will find themselves the losers in the end? 

There is really no ground for supposing the latter to be the case. 
Except, that is. the impossibility of the man taking seriously his own 
bizzarc notions of the political situation in the Middle East. Indeed, 
his weekly interview with the magazine October has reached such 
heights of absurdity that even his bitterest Arab enemies were made 
to look again. This, after all, was the man who tricked Nasser for 
twenty years. This was the man who defeated all of Nasser’s chosen 
successors in the struggle for leadership. This was the man who 
tncked the Israelis in the October war of 1 97.;. j s he trying to do it 
again? 

The view is grotesque. But the strangeness of the president's 
behavior has given it some currency. Yet the damage he did to the 
Arab cause is real enough, whatever the truth of the matter. And the 
more rational explanation of his behavior is his desperate realization 
of the comer into which he has driven himself. His ravings, 
occasioned by King KhaJcJs visit to Libya, arc a case in point. He* 
cannot bring himself to see the visit in its obvious light, as a step to 
cement the Arab position against the doomed Camp David “ peace.** 
He has to invent a “plot'* against Sudan as its “real object.” This 
"plot” then he proceeds to people with East German, Cuban and 
Bulgarian (yes. Bulgarian.) troops. 

Of a piece with this neurotic distortion of realitv, is the shrill 
intimidatory tone he uses to castigate what he calls the" reactionary” 
and "progressive” Arab states, with the threats that he will "make 
them pay" for nor following bis line. The threats, however, lack 
substance And the more evident this becomes, the shriller they 
become. The Egyptian President's wild amnions have their root in 
IhK desperate weakness and Isolation, no: in some " deep game” he is 
living to play.

Though internationally acknowledged that the 
development of services ought to go hand in hand 
with the needs of the community, health services on 
the West Bank since the occupation have not fared 
any better than education. Normal development in 
the establishment of new hospitals or new sections, 
man power expansion, improve mm of the quality 
and quantity of equipment and facilities have been 
stunted. 

In 1 967, there were eleven government hospitals 
and three were due for opening. Now, and after 
twelve years of occupation, there are only ten hospi- 
tals including Jerusalem which, as a result of its 
annexation, has been detached from the West 
Bank. 

Jn 1967 the total number of beds in these hospi- 
tals was 1 023. now it is only 943 Lc. 80 beds less 
resulting in lowering the general bed per 100 popu- 
lation from 1.5 in 1967 to 1.37 in 1975. Further- 
more, though the number of admission have 
increased during ibis period, hospital occupany has 
decreased to 70 per cent doe to tbc inavailability of 
sufficient nursing staff necessitating the closing 
down of some rooms and the inavailability of 
facilities for laboratory examinations. Further- 
more, whereas government hospitalization prior to 
1967 entailed only the payment of a minimal 
amount in private rooms and was free in wards, now 
patients in wards are charged per day more than 
•what the average labourer gets. 

Of the medical services affected and cause of 
most concern to all are the pediatric services pro- 
vided to infants who constitute 48.2 percent of the 
total population of (be West Bank. An example of 
tins are the services provided in this field in Ramal- 
lah. 

The number of pediatric beds available in 1967 
was cut down by twenty when the Ra mall ah Field 
Hospital was closed down by the Israelis and its 
equipment, furniture and facilities confiscated. 
There was a further drop in number of pediatric 
beds from 32 to 23 when the Old and New Ramal- 
lah hospitals were amalgamated even though the 
□amber of admissions to pediatrics increased from 
840 in 1971 to 1200 in 1975. 

According to Dr. Samir Katbeh — the pediatri- 
cian at Ramallab Hospital who was dismissed some 
time ago from his post by the authorities on the 
basis of statements given and reports submitted in 
his capacity as President of the Jordan Medical 
Council on the West Bank — "The disproportion 


between the pediatric services offered and the zeal - 
basic oeeds of the children resulted in an increase in 
infant mortality. 

"From infant mortality official statistics (albeit 
their dubiousness) we find tie figure has risen from 
30.7 in 1974 to 38.1 in 1978T’. 

Dr. Katbeh goes on to say, "Furthermore, 
meonatai mortality (death of infants up till the age 
of 30 days) bad increased from 238 in 1972 to 303 
in 1975 and those from one month to one year have 
increased from 43(7 in" 1972 to 864 in 1975". 

How badly government hospitals on the West 
Bank are faring, can best be illustrated by compar- 
ing their allotments per patient and per bed with 
those of a middle standard hospital in Israel — The 
per person expenditure in the Israeli Hospitals is 
seven fold and the per bed allotment ten fold what it 
is in the West Bank Hospitals. This difference in 
standard of medical services, has made Arab 
patients and doctors dependant on referring 
patients to Israel for hospitalization. 

The payable rate pet day in Israeli hospitals dur- 
ing 1 977 was around IL 1,000.00. In cases of West 
Bank government hospital referral, the incumbent 
paid 1/3 of the expenses from his own pocket while 
the remaining 2/3 was deducted from the West 
Bank health budget resulting, on the average, in a 
30 per cent deduction from West Bank government 
hospitals' meager budget. 

It is worthy to note that during the same period, 
tremendous improvement has taken place in the 
health sendees provided in the East Bank. 

The 1967 war brought severe economic disrup- 
tion to the West Bank. During and immediately 
after the war one quarter of the population 
(200,000) fled to the East Bank. Hundreds of those ' 
who fled had been receiving hard currency from 
abroad and many were skilled laborers. This 
adversely affected many sectors of the economy. 
Furthermore, banks were closed down disrupting 
business requiring banking services and tourism 
and commerce came to a stand-still. From then on 
West Bank economy was geared to suit Israeli 
interests and policy. 

Three of the decisions taken by (he Israeli gov- 
ernmental 1 967, and which shaped the subsequent 
economic development in the West Bank, were: 

1) The 'open bridges' policy between the West 
Bank and East Bank. 

2) The ‘open borders' policy between Israel 
and the Occupied Territories, 

3) The policy of allowing and encouraging emp- 
loyment of Arab laborers in Israel. 

The Israeli economic policy inherent in the above 
decisions was responsive to the requirements of the 


Israeli economy. The ‘open borders' policy between 
the Occupied Territories and Israel was geared 
towards the growth of a market for Israeli com- 
modities. Marketing of West Bank products in 
Israel was, by comparison, very selective and based 
on Israeli needs of industrial crops for factories and 
the acquisition of a source of low paid factory pro- 
duction and labor. 

The ‘open bridges’ policy, on the other hand, 
ensured a market for . West Bank agricultural and 
industrial surpluses (on export basis only). Furth- 
ermore, it secured hard currency and was a source 
of income to Israel in permit fees from those cros- 
sing to the East Bank as well as customs collected on 
items brought in for personal use by residents of the 
West Bank and summer visitors. 

The most dramatic economic factor in the picture 
though, has been the employment of Israel of more 
than 80,000 workers. To begin with, the laborers 
perform as cheap labor in Israeli enterprises — 
mainly .in construction. The wages of Arab laborers, 
on the average, are forty per cent less than the 
average wage of Israeli laborers. This difference in 
renumeration is further Compounded by the deduc- 
tions for social services, medical insurance and 
unemployment benefits which are not secured for 
Arab laborers. 

The migrant or commuting laborers into Israel 
are partly a result of the Israeli measures taken in 
other sectors of the economy and, at the same time, 
have economic and social implications on other sec- 
tors of the West Bank. 

The marked shift away from agriculture on the 
West Bank to construction in Israel was responsive 
to restrictive Israeli measures affecting agriculture. 
To begin with, land expropriation and declaring 
certain areas as ‘closed’, particularly in the Jordan 
Valley, resulted in a reduction in the land that could 
be used Cor agriculture. Restriction by the Israeli 
authorities on the amount of water that could be 
pumped by Arab farmers from their own wells for 
irrigation, led toa further decrease in the land used 
for farming and. consequently, a decrease in 
agricultural production. Ironically, though, settle- 
ments were allowed excessive amounts of water 
way out of proportion to the size of the settlements 
to keep their lawns green. This has resulted, for 
example, in the drying up of the water sources of Ai 
Otija Village in the Jordan Valley and th e co nse- 
quent destruction of fanners* crops, 'Even wafer for 
dnaidng is now being supplied by tanks from 
Jericho, 

The ‘drain’ from farming to the Israeli Labor 
Market resulted in a further drain of man power 
from the West Bank.

Karamanlis arrives 
in Moscow for talks 


with Soviet leaders 


MOSCOW, Oct. 1 (Agencies) 
— Greek Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis arrived in Moscow 
Monday on the first visit by Greek 
premier to the Soviet Union; Tass 
reported. 

Karamanlis was met at Moscow 
Airport in overcast three degree 
C. weather by Soviet Premier 
Alexei Kosygin, Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko and Minister of 
Culture Pyotr Dcmichev. The air- 
port was decked in Greek and 
Soviet flags. 

Before leaving the Athens Air- 
port, Karamanlis told reporters 
sarcastically to “apply the brakes 
to your imagination because yon 
and your foreign colleagues have 
almost turned my trip into a fairy 
tale.” 

He was referring to Greek and 
foreign press spdbularion that 
Greece was turning more toward 
Moscow. 

Greece, once a full member of 
NATO, withdrew from die West- 
ern alliance' s military structure in 
1974 when fellow NATO member 
Turkey invaded Cyprus. 

Since then, NATO’s “southern 
Sank” has been tom apart by 
Greek-Turkish rivalries in the 
Mediterranean island and disag- 
reements over the Aegean Sea. 

A sign of Greece's growing rift 
with the U.S. came last month 
when a state-controlled shipyard 
on the island of Syros signed a deal 
with the Soviet company Sudoim- 
port to repair Soviet merchant 
ships and auxiliary vessels. 

The deal prompted Washington 
to express its concern to the Greek 
government. Reacting to the 
official Soviet media said it was a 
matter between Greece and the 
Soviet Union, and complained of 
“enemies of detente” stirrin g up 
trouble. 

In Kremlin thinking, Karaman- 
lis, whose government still 
stresses its ties with the West, is 
leading his country in the right 
direction after the excesses of the 
military rulers who held power for 
seven years before him. 

Mis arrival has been heralded by 


official commentaries as an event 
of great importance which will 
raise Greece’s relations with Mos- 
cow to the level enjoyed by other 
West European countries. 

During his five-day stay he is 
expected to have talks with Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev and 
Kosygin and to sign a joint politi- 
cal declaration. He will also 
cement Greece’s growing trade 
ties with die Soviet Union with a 
series of economic accords. 

Last year the Soviet Union 
exported $ 290 million worth of 
goods, mainly oil and machine ly, 
to Greece. 

In exchange, Greece, which is 
said to be seeking more Soviet oil, 
exported only $ 106 million worth 
of goods to the Soviet Union, 
mainly tobacco and fruit. 

Greece's entry into the Euro- 
pean Common Market (] 
next year and its relations 
Turkey are the two most likely 
points of disagreement when 
Karamanlis meets Soviet leaders. 

The latest edition of the Soviet 
weekly New Times portrayed 
Greece's future Common Market 
partners as opposing hs desire to 
broaden ties with the Soviet block. 

Karamanlis will spend three 
days in Moscow followed by two m 
Leningrad before he flies to 
Budapest and Prague for official 
visits to Hungary and Czechos- 
lovakia. 

The premier can expect to run 
into Kremlin opposition over his 
long-term aim of extending 
Greece's territorial waters from 
six miles to 12. 

Turkey has said it would con- 
sider this a warlike act, *mr» fr 
would practically block its access 
to the Aegean. 

Western diplomats say Soviet 
leaders wfll not support any policy 
that would antagonize Turkey, 
which shares a border with die 
Soviet Union and has a huger 
army than Greece's. 

For the same reason, the Rus- 
sians shrink from outright con- 
demnation of the Turkish invasion 
of Cyprus.

Ariane to take off in November 


Europe’s space effort may go private 


LONDON, Oct. 1 (OFNS) — 
Production of Europe’ s new space 
launcher, Ariane, which is due to 
make its maiden flight at the end 
of November, may be handed over 
to private industry. 

The plan, proposed by the 
French space agency CNES, 
envisages a multinational corpora- 
tion called Transpace which would 
be responsibile for the manufac- 
ture and marketing of the 
launcher on a strictly commercial 


basis. Until now, rockets have 
been bought through state agen- 
cies, usually at cut prices and 
sometimes supplied free. 

CNES claims, that private man- 
agement would ensure a more 
efficient and economic service 
than could be provided by the 
European Space Agency (ESA), 
presently responsible for manag- 
ing all European collaborative 
space projects. Details of the 
scheme are to be revealed at a spe- 


cial meeting of the ESA council in 
Paris on 10 <and 11 September.

It will be 
followed by three more develop- 
ment flights over the next year, 
leading to the first operational 
launch in March 1981.

U.S., Soviets resume talks on Cuba troops 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP) — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter worked late Sunday 
on an address dealing with a brigade of Soviet 
troops in Cuba, a situation Cuban President 
Fidel Castro calls an “ invented crisis. '' 

Carter was to return to the White House 
Monday to deliver the speech after spending 
the weekend at his Camp David retreat. 
While Carter remained secluded, administra- 
tion activity related to the Soviet brigade con- 
tinued in Washington. 

As Carter and U.S. officials worked on 
their response to what they insist are Soviet 
combat troops in Cuba. Castro “ chal- 
lenged " Carter to tell the trutirabout what 
he portrayed as*' an invented crisis " and“ a 
comedy. " 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance and 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoiy Dobrynin held 
an unscheduled meeting at the State 
Department Sunday afternoon. 

American officials maintained virtual sil- 
ence on the entire Cuban issue with State 
Department spokesman David Nall declining 
to give any indication of the purpose of the 
84- minute meeting or even which side had 
instigated it. 

Later, Vance met at the White House for 
three hours with other top U.S. officials 
including Secretary of Defense.- Harold

White House spokesman Dale Leibach 
said that meeting had been schedule J previ- 
ously to discuss the president's speech and 
was nor specifically related to the Vance- 
Dobrytun meeting.

Rhodesians end giant Mozambique raid 


SALISBURY. Oct.l (AP) — Zimbabwe 
Rhodesian commandos destroyed the main 
base of the black nationalist Zimbabwe Afri- 
can National Union and killed 500 guerrillas 
during a four-day raid into Mozambique that 
ended Monday. Argus Africa News Service 
reported. 

ZANU and the Zambia-based Zimbabwe 
African People's Union have been fighting a 
nearly seven-year war for control of 
Rhodesia. 

A communique issued by ZANU in the 
Mozambique capital of Maputo said the 
Rhodesian raiders were being beaten off and 


Typhoon Owen 
claims eight 
lives in Japan 


TOKYO, Oct. 1 ( AP) — Typhoon Owen, 
packing 240 kilometers an hour winds, 
slammed into Osaka. Japan's second largest 
city, Sunday night after inundating south- 
western Japan with heavy rains and flood 
waters that displaced thousands. 

Police said the typhoon left eight persons 
dead, 33 missing and several injured in 
southwest and central Japan, before gradu- 
ally losing force and moving into nonhem 
Japan. 

The typhoon, the first big storm to hit 
Osaka in almost a century of weather report- 
ing. also caused flooding that affected almost 
10,000 homes and dumped more than four 
inches of rain on the city of three million, 
police said. 

No serious damage was reported in Tokyo, 
where the storm passed late Sunday night and 
Monday morning.

The raid was the first acknowledged by 
Rhodesia since British-sponsored peace talks 
aimed at ending the seven-year guerrilla war 
began in London on Sept 10.

The Soviets have said that the brigade — • 
which U.S. officials say has 2,000 to 3.000 
soldiers, 40 tanks and artillery and armored 
personnel carriers — have been stationed in 
Cuba since the 1 962 missile crisis with the full 
knowledge of previous American presidents 
and is not a combat brigade. 

Castro had echoed that position last Friday 
at a Havana news conference when he 
accused Carter of creating an artificial crisis. 

' And Sunday, Castro repeated the assertion 
that Soviet military personnel on the island 
are pan of" a military facility which has been 
in Cuba for the past ! 7 years. ” 

** If President Carter tomorrow says that 
there has been a change in the number, the 
nature or in the function of the Soviet military 
personnel in 'Cuba since; 1962 — he will be 
telling a great lie, ” Castro said in an inter- 
view broadcast on the CBS News program 60 
Minutes. 

‘Tin not denying that there's Soviet milit- 
ary personnel in our country. I'm saying that 
it is exactly the same military personnel 
organized in the same way as 17 years ago," 
Castro said. 

He said Carter was making an issue of the 
Soviet troops partly to enhance his re- 
election chances. 

“I challenge Carter to explain to the 
U.S.pcoplc and the world public opinion the 
truth and to say when" this past was estab- 
lished in Cuba. Castro said. 

He added that although be would not 
propose a meeting with Carter, he would 
“have no objections to having contact with 
President Carter or anyone he appoint" if 
Carter initiated such a meeting. 

Castro said the brigade has been stationed 
in Cuba since the 1962 with the full know- 
ledge of previous American presidents. 

“It had. to be known by Carter,” Castro 
said. He said be would not call Carter a liar, 
but would describe him as “dishonest” for 
creating an “artificial crisis," 

Castro was asked about reports that Carter 
might decide to increase U.S. military pres- 
ence in areas near Cuba such as Puerto Rico, 
Key West, Florida, and the U.S. Navy base in 
Cuba at Guantanamo. 

“What Carter should not do is create a 
crisis without a legal basis, without a moral 
basis," he said. "That will mean to move into 
conflict, into crisis ... we will not be intimi- 
dated. “

PEKING, Ocl 1 (R) — As most Chinese 
quietly marked the 30th anniversary of com- 
munist rule Monday, demonstrators demand- 
ing democracy and artistic freedom took 
advantage of a more liberal political climate 
by marching through Peking. 

The 200 demonstrators were protesting 
against the closure by police of an unofficial 
art exhibition which began last Thursday in a 
park next to the Peking Art Gallery. 

The police declared on Saturday that the 
show “interfered with the normal activities of 
the musses." 


Monday's march was organized by four of 
Peking's largest unofficial magazines and the 
backers of the exhibition. 


“ We all know today is the 30th anniversary 
of our nation but we had no alternative but to 
take this step," one of the organizers said in a 
speech at Peking' s Democracy Wall, where 
political activists put up their posters. 

Sources dose to the exhibitors 
said that the artists had the sup- 
port of both the Peking Art Gal- 
lery and the Ministry of Culture, 
but this could not be confirmed 
immediately. 

Monday was a public holiday 
but there were no festivities and 
most people celebrated the birth- 
day of the communist state by 
feasting or going on family out-
